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INCREASE IN FALL 
- WHEAT ACREAGE 


Annual Report of Minister of Agri- 
culture Shows Big Developement 
Of Province, 


The report of the Minister of Agri- 
culture for the past ten and a half 
months, tabled in the Legislature yes- 
terday, is a most interesting mass of 
information, As an instance of the 
development of the province it may 
be noted, for example, that the acre- 
age under seed wheat for the past fall 
is 180,000 acres, as against 123,000 
for the previous year. 

Dairy Report. 

The Dairy Commissioner reports the 
dairy production of the province as 
being somewhat smaller this year 
than last, owing to short pastures dur- 
ing the spring and early summer. 
Those dairymen who made provision 
for green feed succeeded in keeping 
up the flow of milk throughout the 
season and were thus able to take ad- 
vantage of the comparatively high 
prices paid for dairy products during 
the year. During the season 59 
creameries and 12 cheese factories 
were operated, as against 53 cream- 
eries and 11 cheese factories last year, 
The output aggregated about 85 per 
cent. of that of 1909. The shortage 
in volume should be nearly made up 
in value, however, as the government 
creameries alone have realized = an 
average price of nearly 26 cents at 
creameries. This is 2 cents per 
pounds higher than tast year and is 
due in a large measure to the adop- 
tion of a system of grading the 
cream and butter at the creameries 
and the payment of a premium of 2 
cents per pound on all butter, and 
butter fat in cream grading, ‘‘first.’’ 
The demand for milk and cream in 
the large centres is causing milk deal- 
ers to go as far as 50 miles or more 
for supplies. This shows that there 
should be excellent openings in the 
Vicinity of large centres for dairying 
on a large and profitable scale. 

12,764 Hogs Pledged. 

The Live Stock Commissioner re- 
ports that the canvas of the province 
made for patronage to the much- 
talked-of pork packing plant resulted 
in only 12,764 hogs being pledged. 
He reports progress in the improve- 
ment being made in stock yards and 
feeding facilities at stations, but 
owing to the increasing number of 
farm-bred cattle in the province, 
thinks that a better method of mar- 
keting than now prevails must soon 
be established. It is also noted that 
more stock cows are needed and that 
the time is at hand when double- 
decked cars should be supplied for 
shipping hogs and sheep. 

The chief game and fire guardian 
reports ducks less plentiful than in 
previous years; prairie chicken and 
patridge far more plentiful than fer 
several years, The Hungarian part- 
ridge, recently introduced, are doing 
nicely, spreading over new _ territory. 
The fur returns show that small deal- 
ers handled 234,337 and wholesale 
dealers 671,986 muskrat pelts. The 
total transactions show that furs to 
the value of $641,778.05 passed 
through the hands of the various deal- 
The revenue for the year 1910 


ers, 
promises to equal or exceed that of 
1909, when it practically paid the 


total cost of game protection. There 
is no reason why the revenue derived 
from game should not be sufficleutly 
large in the future to cover adequate 
protection of our game, which is be- 
ing more generally recognized us A 
most valuable asset. Prairie fres are 
reported as being more frequent then 
in previous year. The number of 
convictions promises to exceed 240 
in number, the total penalties to date 
amounting to $4,194.00. 
Institute Meetings. 

The report of the Superintendent of 
Yairs and Institutes shows that a total 
of about 16,000 were in attendance at 
the 212 institute meetings held 
throughout the province during the 
year. The three short course schools 
of two weeks duration each, held at 
Lethbridge, Olds and Vegreville were 
well patronized and are steadily be- 
voming more popular. The excur- 
sion to the experimental farm at La- 
combe in July was a great success, 
and should prove gn annual event that 
will steadily grow in interest. During 
the year 20 new agricultural societies 
were formed. The outstanding fea- 
ture'in connection with the fairs of 
the province during the year is the 
rapid advancement which the larger 
ones are making, particularly Cal- 
gary and Edmonton and the increased 
support given them by the towns- 
people. 

Poultry Revising. 

According to the Poultry Superia- 
tendent, greater interest is being taken 
in poultry raising than ever before. 
This is shown by the fact that the 
poultry breeding stations could 9 
supply much more than a tenth of the 
demand for eggs for hatching pur- 
poses, and so great was the applica- 
tion for birds that a carload was 
breught in from Ontario to supply the 
demand, The poultry shows w>-e 
very suecessful, greater in number 
than ever before and promise to bhe- 
come much larger @nd more nhumer- 
ous the coming winter. 

The early portion of the season was 
unfavorable to the growth of we: ls, 
but during the latter part they made 
\igorous growth and the policy of ex- 
terminating them was carried wl 
ii to the late fall months.

A CYCLONE SWEPT 
OVER AUSTRALIA 


a cyclone swept over Australia 

Western Portion Was Devastated— 
Twelve Lives Lost—damage $400,- 
000—Fifty Ounces to Ton Brings 
Attention td Kyarra Gold Strike. 


Melbourne, Nov, 26—A severe cy- 
clone swept over the town of Willy- 
willy, Broome, Western Australia, do- 
iny great damage to houses, and caus- 
ing the loss of 12 lives. The fleet at 
sea was caught in the same storm, and 
30 luegers were sunk, the total dam- 
‘age being 80,000 pounds. 

A high standard has been fixed by 
ths federal customs authorities for the 
export of ‘butter, cheese, and meat, so 
that the products of Australia which 
are sent abroad may be of the best 
that the Commonwealth can produce 
Butter must not contain more than 15 
per cent. of water. 

Another Gold Strike. 

Australia has another remarkable 
gold discovery to record at Kyarra, 50 
cunces to the ton being produced, and 
the boom is steadily growing. British 
capital has been attracted and still 
further developments may be looked 
for. 

Investigation made by a federal 
fisheries trawler has shown the supply 
of fish in Australian waters to be 
enormous. It is demonstrated that it 
i. possible to place on the Melbourne 
market fish at the remarkably low 
price of 2d. per pound. 

The New Destroyers. 

The new Australian destroyers have 
arrived at Perth. They are in perfect 
condition. An average speed of 14 
knots an hour was maintained; at 
times a speed of 23 knots being reach- 
ed. The men got a great reception at 
Perth, and the people showed in un- 
‘-bevnded enthusiasm that they are 
very proud of their fleet. 


NOT TYPHOID CARRIER. 
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Taken From Impure Water, it Will 
Not Transmit Germs, 


New York, Noy. 26—The National 
Ice Association of America, which is 
helding its annual session here, is 


considering the relation of natural ice 
to contagious diseases. Dr. Hibbert W. 
Hill, chief of the bureau of epidemic- 
ology of the Minnesota state board of 
health, in an address on this subject 
declared that he had found, after long 
investigation that ice was an appre- 
ciable factor in the transmission of 
typhoid germs. “It has been estimat- 
ed,” said Dr. Hill, “that 250,000 peo- 
ple suffer from typhoid in the United 
States every year. For the last 20 
years during which sufficient atten- 
tion has been paid to typhoid fever to 
elicit the source of outbreaks, five 
million people have suffered. From 
this number 1-1200 of 1 per cent. has 
been attributed to natural ice.

AIDS’ HALF YEARLY REPORT. 

The Council of United Aids have 
just printed their half yearly report 
which shows that the work of the or- 
ganization is progressing very favor- 
ably. After making an expenditure of 
$3,479.55 they have a balance on hand 
of $199.86 which is partly offset by 
an overdraft at the bank of $91,31. 
This is explained by the fact that sev- 
eral receipts reached the office too 
late to bank as Oct. 31st was Thanks- 
giving Day and a publis holiday. 
Covering the entire year up to Oct. 
31st., 1483 applications were made for 
work and 1,192 situations were offer- 
ed men and women. 3,424 meals were 
given, 1,350 beds were paid for by the 
aids and 38,716 articles of clothing 
were distributed. From men who re- 
ceived work $342.60 was refunded to 
the Aids,
